Introduction 


This genealogy of the ACKERMAN FAMILY was compiled and 
arranged by Miss Kathlyne K. Viele, of Yonkers, New York. The 
manuscript was originally offered to the New York State Library 
on condition that it should be revised and one typewritten copy 
furnished the compiler. At a later time other requests for copies 
of the same work were received, and it proved/possible to under- 
take this revision and copying without encroachment upon the time 
devoted to the Library work. The present copy is therefore the 
result of the revision of the manuscript and the assignment of a 
distinct series of numbers and the incorporation of scattered 
memoranda, etc., and the typing and comparison Of. the whole by 
Mrs. Ellen H. Smith. The work has been done for the most part 
outside of the office hours and only sufficient officisl time given 
to it to pay for the copy which is retained by the State Library. 


The entire work has been done under my general supervision. Ex- 
cept in cases of obvious errors, no effort has been made to cor- 
rect the work of the compiler, nor has it been possible to check 
up any of her reference: to other printed or manuscript sources.

(tilling indicated but not given); and a modern Dutch Dictionary 
gives the definition--Akkerman, a husbandman. 


The Akkerman was therefore the husbandman, and it stands 
to reason that there were many in the Netherlands of that name. 
Also in Germany, the name Akerman must have been very usual, 
and in England, where the language was filled with good old Sax- 
on words, the Akerman was also to be found. 


There appears on the books of German Heraldry a family of 
Akermann dating back to the 16th century, while an English fam- 
ily of Akermsn, in 1679, already had some of its members on 
the Delaware River in America. At this date two of them signed 
a petition "with others from Old England" (Doc. ret. to Col. 
Hist. State of N.Y. 12: 634.) This English family of Akerman is 
said to have had branches which settled in New England and Geor- 
gia. 


But there is no reason to doubt that the family of 
DAVID AKERMAN 


which arrived in New Amsterdam on August 31, 1662, on "The Fox” 


were the only early Akkermans from the Netherlands who came to 

America. The family consisted of the fahter, DAVID AKKERMAN, 

his wife LYSBET DE VILLIERS, and their six children, viz: 
ANNETJE 20 years of age, DAVID / years of age 
LYSBET 18 LODOWY CK 8 | 
LAUWRENS 16 ABRAHAM 6 


There was a seventh child, who had either died or had been left 
in the old country. His name was JOHANNES, and he was baptised 
in the church at s'Hertogenbogh on March 31, 1645. (Holland 
Society Year Book, 1902: p.22) 


Nothing further is heard of the father, who doubtless sur- 
vived the voyage but a short time, and it is not until seven 
months after the arrival at New Amsterdam that "Lysbet, widow 
of David Akkerman" is called before the Orphan Masters of the 
settlement. On April 26, 1663, Lysbet coming into court is in- 
formed that "according to the custom of our Fatherland" she mst 
give to the Board a statement and an inventory of her late hus- 
band's property. Whereupon she answers that she has only a few 
household goods of which she occasionally has to sell some to 
procure food for her children, offering if required to confirm this 
oath. She is allowed to go home and is promised that she will not 
be summoned again before her marriage provided she does her duty 
by her children. (Fernow's Minutes of the Orphan Masters, 1655- 
1663, p.242) This item disclosed poverty and the intention of 
Lysbet to remarry. No other facts are disclosed on the records 
until June 28th of the following year when 


ANNETJE DAVIDSE ACKERMAN married NATHANIEL (DANIEL) PIfTERSE HENNYON 


from Leyden, a soldier in the employ of the West India Company, 
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in the Dutch Church in New Amsterdam. In the meantime Lysbet does 

not seem to have married, but to have openend a small shop in the 

Marketfield on Manhattan Island where, according to an assessment 

= fia 1665, she had her home. (Court Minutes of New Amsterdam 
222 


Here she sold provisions, shoes, etc., and tapped a little beer 

for which she doubtless had a license, for, when the authorities 
called her to account, it was for tapping on Sunday while the ser- 
mon was going on, which was against the law. The petty officers 

of the law seem often to have found fault with poor Lysbet's con- 
duct of her shop. At one time it is for an unstamped weight she 

is said to have used, and at another, an unstamped measuring cup. 
She makes general denial saying of the cup she use it "to give her 
children to drink". Then some one steals a beaver from her, and 
she is held for keeping a blanket till a man to whom she has given 
shoes comes back from the bush with wood for her. There seems none 
to help her. Even Anthony Dirksen, with whom she came over and 
owed her money for some service rendered by her, does not pay her 
and she has to take the case to the court, who orders him to pay her. 


Now, as to the man she was to marry, I cannot but think that 
he was Wiggert Reynierse, and that she did marry him in 1666. In 
1665 Lysbet Ackerman stands alone as sponsor at the baptism of 
the first child of her daughter, ANNETJE. who the year before had 
married NATHANIEL PIETERSE HENNYON. At the baptism of the second 
child of the same, in 1667, the name of Wiggert Reynierse appears 
as witness together with Lysbet. If he were not the stepfather of 
ANNETJE, one of her brothers would have been the witness. Wiggert 
Reynierse came to America from East Friesland in March 1660. In 
December of that year he joined the Dutch Church at Breucklin with 
letters from Manhattan. In 1664 he became a mamber of the Dutch 
Church at Bergen, and after his name on the Bergen Church register 
is written "deceased". The year of his decease does not appear, 
but after that mention in 1567, nothing further is recorded of 
either Wiggert Reynierse or Lysbet Ackerman. 


The maiden name of Lysbet Ackerman does not appear on any 
New Amsterdam record, but it is found on the baptismal records of 
two of her children who were baptised in the Dutch Church at 
8s! Hertogenbosch. The baptismal records of the other children 
have not been found, but they were probably baptised in the church 
at Berlicum, whose records I gather, although inaccessible, yet 
exist. 


Here are copies of the two mentioned, sent to me by Mr. L.P. 
deBoer, who asserts that he obtained them by mail in 1913 from 
the Rev. Willem Meinderssen, minister of the Dutch Reform Church 
at s'Hertogenbosch in North Brabant:

These records show that Lysbet de Villiers was the name 
of the wife of DAVID ACKERMAN. Mr. de Boer could get but scant 
information concerning the de Villiers family, but asserts that 
there were at the Bosch at that time a Louis de Villiers and his 
wife Adrianna Schuyler, and that they may be the parents of Lys- 
bet. It is certainly quite startling to find an Adrianna Schuy- 
ler witness at the baptism of ANNEKEN ACKERMAN, and the question 
will arise, was she not the child's matermal grandmother? Mr. 
de Boer obtained his information of the de Villiers from Cornelius 
de Waal, ex-—Archivist at Middleburg, Zealand. There is a branch 
of the de Villiers family among the Boers of South Africa. It is 
also suggestive that the supposed father of Lysbet should be Louis 
(Lodowyck) which would give a reason for two brothers being names 
so nearly alike as Lauwrence and Lodowyck Ackerman. 


Before proceeding to the record of the six children of DAVID 
ACKERMAN and LYSBET DE VILLIERS, it may be well to indicate what 
other facts and indications of original origin have been gathered 
from many sources. 


In Ghent in the year 1300, a Hendrik Ackerman made himself 
famous. He was a merchant of Ghent and when in 1306 the French 
Count of Flanders sought to impose an unjust tax on the citizens 
of Ghent, Hendrik Ackerman and some others of the free spirit re- 
fused to pay it and suffered in consequence banishment and con- 
fiscation of property. 


More famous was General Franz Ackerman of Ghent, said to be 
a grandson of Hendrick. These Ackermans of Ghent and St. Troud 
may have had some connection with the Lauwrens Ackerman family 
found at Frankendale in the 17th century, but the name is too us- 
ual and the connection too slight to be at all relied upon. It 
is certain that in the 16th and the 17th centuries, parts of Eur- 
ope were overrun by devastating wars, many of them wars of relig- 
ious persecution, and Saw many families driven from their homes 
and taking refuge ir foreign lands. The refugge churches alone, 
of which there are numbers, would show us how often this was the 
case. In Western Germany there were a number of these Nether- 
Dutch Refugee congregations, for instance, in Worms, Aachen, 
Frankfort, Frankendale, Hanan, Heidelburg, Manheirm, Wesel, Enden, 
and Cologne. The records only of Cologne, Heidelburg, Frankendale, 
and Hanan have been preserved. 


The manuscript of the Church at Frankendale is in possession 
of La Societie de l'histoire du Protestimisme de Belge which is 
situated at Brussels. From this manuscript the following records 
concerning the children of Lauwrens Ackerman have been furnished 
which at least have a close possibility of being records of the 
family of DAVID ACKERMAN, the New Netherlands emigrant. 


Lauwrens Ackerman seems to have come from Worms to Frankenthal 
as early as 1575. His two sisters were also at Frankenthal, but 
his brother Hendrick appears to have remained at Worms. lLauwrens 
Ackerman's wife's name was Hester, and he had one child baptised 
at Frankendael. viz fol 13, verso 1580, October 9, David; parents 
Lawrens Ackerman et Hester his wife; witnesses, Jan de Witte, Fran- 
cois Liesfelt, Franker Lucas. 
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The other children of Lawrens and Hester (dePeyster?) were 
perhaps born at Worms. Their names were Johannes, Elizabeth, 
Renier, Jonas, Pieter, and DAVID. On the appended list of marr- 
iages, taken from the Frankendael records, appears the names of 
most of the children of Lawrens and Hester. In addition, I have 
the baptisms of their children. Pieter's marriage does not appear, 
but on the baptismal record of one of his children his wife's name 
is given as Clara Robertse. There is no marriage notise or bap- 
tismal record of the children of the youngest son David. 


It will be seen that the eldest son Johannes married August 
24, 1597, Maria Liesfelt, the daughter of Francois Liesfelt. Mr. 
de Boer, without giving his authority, states that Johannes be- 
came a widower and remarried with Anneken Adrianse, and thinks 
it probable that this “nneken Adrianse is the same one who stands 
witness to the baptism of ANNEKEN ACKERMAN in s'Hertogenbosch in 
1642, and was the child's grandmother. 


There is no certain proof that Johannes Lawrence Ackerman 
and his second wife Anneken Adrianse, were the parents of DAVID 
ACKERMAN, the New Netherland emigrant; but an examination of the 
indications seems almost convincing=—-the names of his oldest son 
and daughter Johannes and Anneken, the names of her godmother and 
the grandfather Lawrens. Some later disclosed record may confirm 
this. 


The transition to the Mayery (mayory?) of the Bosch can be 
accounted for from the pages of history which show how many who 
had taken refuge during the time the Spanish power was yet para- 
mount in the Netherlands, in the friendly Protestant Palatinate, 
which was again disturbed when the French ally of the Emperor in- 
vaded that Province causing even Elector Frederick himself to 
flee into the Netherlands, becoming now more and moreunder the 
control of William the Silent. At first the refugees settled in 
Utrecht, but in 1629 William the Silent wrested s'Hertogenbosch 
from the Spaniards and many of the Flemish refugees received land 
there. As a matter of fact, from this time the name ACKERMAN dis- 
appears from the records of the church at Frankendael. 


The cause of the last movement towards New Netherlands is 
not known. It may be that the soil of North Brabant was sterile 
and hard to wrest a living from; it may be the word had spread 
of the advantages of living in the New World; it certainly was a 
serious matter for a man of middle age with 80 large a family to 
venture forth on a voyage of great length, much hardship, and un- 
certain income. But though the parents succumbed to fate the 
children certainly flourished, and there are few Dutch families who 
have not, in some way, a connection with them. 


There is a tradition that DAVID in his youth swam across the 
Rhine to escape persecution, with the Bible under his arm. I mer- 
tion this to show a story in line with the escape from Frankendael, 
but Bibles in those days were very large and chained to the pulpits 
of the churches,--a hymnal would be more likely to fit in with the 
tale.

Among the 54 passengers who arrived from Amsterdam in "The 
Fox", Cavt. Jacob Huys, August, 1662, and landed in New Amsterdam 
September 2, 1662, accompanied by his wife Lisbeth de VILLIERS 
and his six children, was DAVID ACKERMAN (N.Y. Doc. Hist. III, 
39; Riker's Harlem, 106). From the fact that no subsequent men- 
tion is made of DAVID ACKERMAN in the records it is inferred that 
he did not survive the voyage. (Riker's Harlem, 539) He had 
died before April 26, 1563. 


He came from the village of Berlicum, which is described as 
"Quite pleasant, but small, and having a neat and handsome church 
with a lofty spire and many fine houses". (Terwen, 484: the 
spelling of the name distinguishes it from Berlikum or Belkun, 
which is in Friesland.) It is in the south of Holland, in the 
northeastern part of the Province of North Brabant on the iver 
Aa, also called the Great South William Canal, and is barely a 
mile from s'Hertogenbosch, the capital of the Province, which gives 
its name to the surrounding country--the Mayory of the Ducal For- 
est or Bois le Duc. | | 


The name ACKERMAN now written AKKERMAN in Holland, signifies 
husbandman, and indicates the occupation of DAVID'S more or 
less remote ancestors. He was one of the few immigrants of the 
day who could boast a surname which is not merely a patronymic. 
(Doremus Genealogy) | 


Their children (according to the Doremus and Askerman gen- 
ealozies in New York Public Library) were: 


1A ANNEKEN, born 1642; baptised at s'Hertogenbosch 31 July, 
1643; joined the Church in New Amster- 
dam Jan. 6, 1563;

11 JOHANNES born 1645; baptised at s'Hertogenbosch March 21, 
1645. Did not come to America.

The ACKERMAN family evidently settled in Preakness about the 
time DAVID DANIELSON (HENNION) removed there. 


David, Laurens, and Lodowyck, with their wives helped to or- 
ganize the first Church at Hackensack, in 1680. 


Abraham joined the same Church October 3, 1696, on confession, 
and his wife by letter from Bergen, January 3, 1693. 


ANNEKEN (DAVID) ACKERMAN was the eldest child of DAVID ACK- 
ERMAM. This is proved by finding in 1913, her baptism record in 
the register of the Dutch Reformed Church at s'Hertegenbosch (Bois= 
le-Duc) The date of the baptism of the daughter of David Ackerman 
and Elizabeth de Villiers was July 31, 1642, and we find recorded 
on the list of passengers who came from Amsterdam on the "Fox" 
arriving at New Amsterdam on August 31, 1562, and landing 2 days 
later, September, David Ackerman, wife and six children, the eld- 
est 20 years of age (Holland Society Year Book, 1902, p.22) 


On June 28, 1664, she married in the Dutch Church in New 
Amsterdam——later New York--Nathaniel Pierterse Hennyon, a 
soldier in the employ of the West India Company (N.Y. State 
Library Bulletin No. 10) 


In 1686, ANNETJE ACKERMAN, wife of Daniel (as NATHANIEL was 
sometimes called) PIERTERSEN, is a member of the Dutch Church in 
New York. (living in Nieuw Street) and in the names of the wit- 
nesses to the baptism of her ten children, all baptised in New 
York, we learn more interesting items of the faily history. The 
first child DAVID was baptised in 16565, and for him as witnesses 
stood alone the widowed grandmother, LYSBET ACKERMAN. In 1667 
when the next child Hester (probably named for Nathaniel's mother) 
is baptised, the name Wiggert Reynierse stands before that of 
Elizabeth Ackerman. This is significant as I have pointed out 
elsewhere, as he takes a parent's place. If Wiggert had not been 
the husband of Elizabeth Ackerman, her eldest son would have stood 
with her. 


There is nothing haphazard about the Dutch methods 


From the witnesses to the baptism of the third child, Eliz- 
abeth, in 1670, other interesting facts are suggested. The witness 
is the husband of Elizabeth Davidse Ackerman--Kieren Wouterse, a 
widower-—~whom she married in 1668, and as his daughter by his first 
wife, Jannatje Kieren, stands in place of the child's Aunt Lysbeth, 
it may be assumed that the latter was dead. Later in this same 
year of 1670, Kieren Wouterse himself is deceased. 
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The subsequent witnesses to the baptism of Annetje Ackerman's 
children were her brothers, and according to Dutch custom, the 
eldest would be the first to serve. This is a precedent which 
occurs over and over again. Now, as Lauwrens is the first brother 
to stand, it seems to establish him as the eldest brother, although 
Rikers calls him the second. Some undoubted proof to the contrary 
must be advanced if this is to be controverted. Then follow the 
other three brothers; David, Lodowyck, and Abraham; then again 
Lauwrens and David. | 


Riker's History of Harlem (p.106) Utrecht and Arnheim, Cities 
on the Rhine, the latter in the Gelderland, supplied settlers to 
Harlem. About 1665 emigrated from Tilburg in the Mayory of Bosch 
in Dutch Brabant. From the same district afterwards came two 
other colonists whose progeny are numerous and respectable, to 
wit: David Ackerman and Dirck Storm, names often found at Harlem. 
Ackerman was from Berlikum, but considering the silence of our re- 
cords regarding him, it may be doubted whether he survived the 
voyase...He had six children who came over, viz. Lisbeth born 1642; 
Anneken, b. 1644; David, b. 1646; Lourens b. 31650; Lodowyck b.1654 
and Abraham b. 1656. Lysbet being the eldest, upon her seemed 
to have devolved the care of the younger children. She and her 
sister joined the Church at New Amsterdam January 6, 1663, being 
the first communion season after their arrival. They lived in the 
Marckvelt Steeg. In 1664 Anneken married Nathaniel Pietersen 
Hennion from Leyden. In 1668 Lysbeth became the wife of Kier 
Woeters of Harlem, whence for several years some of the family are 
found here and at Fordham. This does not agree with page 7.

wife and the wife of Pieter PacobDson Marius were present also. 
The court decides to enquire further into the case. 


p.263 Tuesday, June 27, 1665. Geertje Pieters entering 
demands that Saartje Teunis, residing at N. Haarlem, shall be 
ordered to prove that she stole beavers from Lysbet Ackerman and 
that the Sheriffe shall detain her whenever she come here. The 
Court order the Officer whenever he finds the said Saartje Teunis 
here to detain her until she prove that Greetje Pieters has 
stolen beaver from Lysbet Ackermans. 


July 11, 1665. At a court held uppon the city howse of New 
York=-The Sheriff, pltf. on behalf of Greettie Pieters v/s Josyn 
Verhagen, deft. pltf. says that Josyn Verhagen deft. said Saertie 
Teunis in presence of Marretie Pieters and the wife of Tomas 
Lowrens that Greetie Pieters had stolen a beaver from Lysbet Ack- 
ermans. Deft. answering denies it, but says, he stated that he 
beaver was stolen from the above named Ackermans and that he heard 
there was no one in the house but the above Greetie Pietersen, 
but denies having said that she stole it. Marretie Cornelis and 
3+homas Lourens' wife being called in,said, as they were occupied 
about their own business. The Mayor and Aldermen having heard the 
answer of deft. and the evidence of Marretie Cornelis and of the 
wife of Tomas Lowrensen, dismissed the aforesiad Greetie Pietersen 
in the cost incurred herein. The Court further orders hereby 
that it be not henceforth troubled with such unfounded doings.

Present the Heeren Allard Anthony, Cornelius Steenwyck, Olof 
Stevensen van Cortlandt, Thmotheus Gabry, Joannes van Brugh, Joannes 
de Peister, Jacob Kip, Jacques Coussean. 


Schout Allard Anthony, pltf. v/s Lysbeth Ackermans, deft. 
Pltf. complains that deft. has weighed out butter with an un- 
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stamped pound weight; further found at her house a half pint 
wine measure also unstamped; likewise saw on the 8th January 
last that folks went into her house on Sunday after the third 
bell rang, to drink, and moreover he saw that Govert Loocker- 
mans and Boeld Roeloffs, Deacons of this City, at her house 

and took therefrom a blanket received in pledge for drink from 

a man living on the charity of this city; saying further that 
she scolded and abused him and applied Godless words to De Meg- 
apolensis, concluding further, firstly regarding the unstampt 
weight and half pint for the confiscation of the same and the 
fine imposed thereon according to Placard; also for the tapping 
on the Sabbath for a fine according to Placard and for the insults 
to repair the same according to law, and to go into close con- 
finement and pay the fine according to Placard for having tapped 
on a pledge; all with costs. 


Deft. answers first, she never weighed with that weight, 
offering to affirm under oath; saying that she had missed it 
for a long time, she had found it in a chest under some old 
rages. (original spelling) The officer says he can prove it 
by Jan Jelissen. Secondly she never tapped with that half 
pint, offering also,so to affirm by oath; and gave a drink to 
her children out of it. Regarding the third, she denies it; 
and says two days after date she caused the cooper to stop up 
the barrel, and as relates to the fourth, says that the man 
named Abraham complained to her that he had nothing to eat nor 
shoes to his feet, and he should go to the bush to cut wood and 
offered to sell the blanket to a farmer; from which she dissuaded 
him assisting him for a pound of butter, a loaf, and a pair of 
shoes; and did not buy the blanket and told him when he returned 
from the bush to bring her wood. (This sentence was not finished 
but I suppose she agreed to return the blanket for the wood. 
B.B. Ramsey, Copyist, Sept. 1935) Meanwhile she kept the blanket. 


Burgomasters and Schepens having heard parties agree that 
the deft. shall have to clear herself by oath, that she has not 
tapped on Sunday after the third bell; further that Jan Jellissen 
Shall be here on the next Court day regarding the unstampt weight 
and that the Officer shall have to prove that he was insulted by 
Deft. dismissing provisionally his claim regarding imprisonment 
of the deft. 


p.196 Tuesday, March 6, 1665. Schout Allard “nthony, pltf. 
v/s Lysbet Ackermans, deft. pltf. produces the exact dated 2nd 
instant relating to the case in question between him and the deft. 
and says he has summoned Jan “ellison to give evidence of the 
truth, and entering he declares that defendant has weighed with 
unstamped weights, giving aS reason that he found it lying on 
shelf in her shop with a half pound weight, and that his wife 
carried a pound of butter to defendant. Deft. says she had two 
half pound weights anc weighed the butter with them, offering to 
affirm on oath, that she had not weighed with that pound—weight 
nor tapped with that half pint--also that she has not tapped on 
Sunday after the third, be li. 
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Burgomasters and Schepens advised the deft. to consider un- 
til next court day about affirming her statement by an oath. 
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Court minutes of New Amsterdam, p.235, May, 1665 p.237 Lysbet 
Ackermans, pltf. v/s Anthony Dirckzen. Deft. pltf. demands from 
deft. twenty guilders sewent Deft. says he assigned to pltf. 
on Secrety Van Ruyden to receive her pay from there his monthly 
wages, and did not know better, but she was paid. Pltf. exhibits 
certain written declaration of Mr. Van Ruyven that he has not 
paid her from deft's. earned monthly wages. The W: Court order 
deft. to satisfy and pay the pltf.
